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Tory ‘Rebels’ 
See Kishi, 
Voice Stern

Prime Minister Nobusuke 
Kishi yesterday met with three 
tap Tory “rebels” in a desperate 
attempt to check spreading dis- 
sension within the ruling party, 
but as Christmas Day came 
there were no signs of peace 
or goodwill between the war- 
ring factions. 

Leaders of four so-called an- 
timain current groups decided 
at a meeting yesterday evening 
to oppose the party president 
election scheduled for Jan. 17 
“by all means.” 

They agreed to meet again 
this morning “to study the 
strategy” to be pursued. Their 
campaign is aimed at vusting 
the current leadership of the 
party and at getting a man of 
their own liking elected party 
president—and later Prime Min- 
ister—at the end of March when 
Kishi's term expires. 

Before the fight-by-all-means 
decision was taken, the Prime 
Minister had met with three of 
his foes—former Deputy Prime 
Minister Mitsujiro Ishii, a mem- 
ber of Kishi's first Cabinet; form- 
er Education Minister Kenzo 
Matsumura, and former Lower 
House Speaker Shuji Masutani., 

They came at Kishi's invita- 
tion as the Prime Minister said 
he needed their “cooperation” in 
nominating a new slate of top 
party executives, 

Kishi opened up by flatly in- 
forming the trio the party 
president election would be held 
Jan. 17 and that the party lead- 
ership would be reshuffled after 
and not before the election. He 
said these decisions had been 
taken at a meeting last Monday 
and explained the circumstances 
of that meeting. 

Masutani and Ishii were quot- 
ed as having told Kishi that the 
Prime Minister would be wrong 


if he believes that only a small! 


number of Tories oppose the 
Jan. 17 election date. 

They asked Kishi to recon- 
cider the schedule. He refused. 

The trio left after warning 
that the Prime Minister would 
be held “responsible for what- 
ever happens in the future.” 

Later, leaders of four disst- 
dent groups met to listen to 
the trio’s report on the meet- 
ing with Kishi. Leading Tories 
attending this conference in- 
chided Education Minister Hiro- 
kichi Nadao; former Lower 
House Speaker Joji Hayashi 
and former Tokyo Mayor Tome-

Sohyo OK’s

The yeneral Council of 
Japan Trade Unions (Sohyo) 
yesterday announced, that it 


would negotiate with the Japan 
Trade Union Congress (Zenro) 
on unifying the Japanese labor 
front. 


The decision was made at a 
meeting of delegates of all mem- 
ber unions of Sohyo. 


The delegates issued a formal 
statement expressing Sohyo'’s 
willingness to conduct talks 
with Zenro around the end of 
January. 


Zenro, the 777,000-member 
moderate labor organization, 
proposed that all labor groups 
unite in a common labor front 
to .truggie for a minimum wage 
system and for pay increases. 
It would not mean a merger of 
the unions, but would mean 
joint action, 


Sohyo yesterday also said that 
Sohyo and Zenro should make 
special efforts to 
unemployed and 
small enterprises. 


The meeting also declared 
that the Socialist Party should 
become a “class party” rather 
than a “national party.” So 
hyo said that only as a “class 
party” the Socialists could rep- 
resent the interests of workers, 
farmers and the masses of un- 
employed. 

The Sohyo leaders went on 
record as opposed to Socialist 
attempts to win control of the 
Government by “turning to the 
right.” 

The Sohyo leaders claimed

The sources said the Soviet 
intention emerged from a state- 
ment issued by the official Tass 
news agency in Moscow Tues- 


| announcement 
said Russia was willing to dis- 
cuss EHuropean security, provid- 
ed these Past-West talks are not 
conditional on a preliminary 
settlement of the German ques- 
tion. 

Moscow’s move was held cal- 
culated to forestall the immin- 
ent diplomatic notes to the 
Kremlin of the Western Big 
Three powers which intend to 
reject Russia’s Berlin ultima- 
tum. ‘The notes backed by the 
NATO powers intended to keep 
the door open for East-West dis- 
cussions of German unification. 

Moreover, diplomatic sources 
considered the Soviet statement 
a deliberate distortion of recent 
decisions of the NATO alliance 
at the Paris meeting last week. 

The Soviet announcement al- 
leged that the NATO decisions 
no longer linked the settlement 
of the European security prob- 
lem with a previous settlement 
of the German question. 

“Tf this is true and the mem- 
ber countries of NATO are ready 
to open talks‘on European secur- 
ity without making it depend- 
ent on a preliminary § settie- 
ment of the German question 
then this attitude could open 
a way for fruitful negotiations 
on this important problem,” the 
stetement said. 

But the NATO announcement 
at the end of last week's min- 
isterial council meeting specifi- 
cally reiterated the West's in- 
sistence on such a link. 

The communique called for 
equitable settlements of the out- 
standing political issues which 
divide the Free World from the 
Communist world. 

“A solution of the German 
question, linked with European 
security arrangements and an 
agreement on controlled dis- 
armament remained in their 
view essential,” the communique 
added. 

Moscow’s statement was there- 
fore held a calculated distor- 
tion, apparently designed to dis- 
courage Western approaches for 
four-power talks on Germany.

Similar intensive concentra- 
tion on smaller acreages will 
make the upcoming cutbacks in 
land possible at great savings 
in manpower and capital, Pei- 
ping Radio reported, 


Peiping called the upcoming 
changes “the basic farm system 
in which increase of grain out- 
put is obtained through reduc- 
tion of farmland and raising of 
the per hectare yield, 


“This ... is the first step to- 
ward the three system proposed 
by Chairman Mao Tsetung.. .” 
the broadcast continued, “Farm- 
land is divided into three parts, 
one for growing crops, another 
lies fallow and the remaining 
third is used for growing trees 
or as pasture.” 


A yield of 7% tons per hec- 
tare would exceed the former 
highest yields in the world ob- 
tained in Spain, Peiping said. 


U.S. OK’s Big Sale 
Of Wheat to UAR 


CAIRO (AP)—The United 
States agreed Wednesday to 
sell Egypt nearly $25 million 
worth of wheat in exchange for 
Egyptian pounds, 


American Ambassador Ray- 
mond Hare signed the avgree- 
ment with Abdel Moneim Kais- 
suny, UAR Minister of Economy. 

Despite many Egyptian ap- 
plications this is the first such 
vale by the U.S. to the Nasser 
Government since early 1956 
when nearly $20 million worth 
of wheat was sold, 


The American refusal to sell 
wheat to Pgypt has been one 
of the main bones of contention 
between Washington and Cairo 
since the 1956 Suez war.

‘The Seventh Voyage of Sinbad’ 


Monsters on film are manipu- 
lated in a number of Ways. The 
two most common are the stop- 
frame animation of scale mod- 
els, the human action being in- 
serted through back projection; 
or putting a large man into a 
monster suit and having him 
step on models, back projection 
or double-exposure furnishing 
the human element. 

The main difficulty so far has 
been that the former jerks (as 
in “King Kong”) and the lat 
ter, even if filmed in the slow- 
est of slow motion (the Japa- 
nese “Gozilla” and “Radon”), 
looks just like a man in a mon- 
ster suit stepping on models. 
Further, both systems are hope- 
less for color work. 

Now, however, there is a 
brand new one, the work of one 
Ray Harryhausen and called 
“Dynamation.” It is a great im- 
provement. Nothing jerks, the 
matte lines are rarely visible, 
and the monsters look properly 
monstrous. It is based upon a 
relatively simple double-expo- 
sure process but I ‘still don’t 
know how the model monsters 
are animated.

Need to Know More of People Destined for Big Role Stressed 


The importance of learning more 
about the conditions of life, atti- 
tudes. values and ideas of the Rus- 
sian people and their masters is 
stressed by Gov. Stevenson who 
describes some of his personal con- 
treta with Russians in this i1ith 
article of a series.—Editor, 


—- 


“What is It like in Russia?” 
“Are the people happy?” These 
are the common questions peo- 
ple ask me. And before I con 
clude these reports [ want to 
say something more about Rus- 
sia and the people, of whom we 
know almost as little as they 
know of us. 


Coming from America the first 
thing you notice is d4hat there 
are trucks but almost no auto- 
mobiles on the streets, and 
thousands of people on the side- 
walks. Vehicles and pedestrians 
have a high degree of disdain 
for each other and either to walk 
or ride is perilous. Women's 
clothes are simple and drab, and 
cosmetics are rare. The claasic 
Russian tunic, black boots and 
military style cap have all but 
vanished since I was there 5 
vears ago. The modern Soviet 
man is hatless and long-haired; 
he wears a shapeless double- 
breasted suit with bell-bottom 
trousers and no necktie, 


The children, on the other 
hand, are usually well-dressed, 
well-fed, wellemannered and 
alert. By day their parents, 
walking briskly the way Amer 
icans do, or standing patiently 
in queues, usually look serious 
and often weary. But at night 
and on holidays in the parks of 
“Rest and Culture” and at thea- 
ters and games they seem to be 
cheerful, contented and reserv- 
ed. 


Friendly and Curious 


And, speaking of queues, they 
say that if three Muscovites met 
on a desert island they would 
form a queue. The line waiting 
to see the tomb of Lenin and 
Stalin in Red Square is blocks 
long every day. There blond 
peasants from the Baltic join 
Cossacks from the Don, dark 
Uzbeks in embroidered caps, 
Kazahks in their tall felt hats, 
and vacationers from all over 
the vast Soviet Union. To this 
shrine of communism also comes 
an incessant procession of Chi- 
nese, Indians, Cambodians—de- 
legations of Communists from 
all over the -world—and Amer- 
ican tourists! 


We traveled down from Fin- 
land through Leningrad and 
Moscow, out to Central Asia, up 
to Siberia and back through the 
Urals and along the Volga. It 
was during the worst of the 
Lebanon crisis. while the Gov- 
ernment-controlied radio and 
press poured out hourly and 
ugiy assaults on United States’ 
“imperialism.” Yet everywhere 
we met with courtesy, friend- 
liness and curiosity. The Com- 
munist leaders may fear and 
even hate us. If they do, it is 
wonderfully concealed and the 
average Russian’s naturally 
friendly attitude seems to have 
survived decades of anti-Amer- 
ican propaganda. They know 
little about us, and their few 
vague ideas are sometimes sadly 
distorted. But their curiosity 
and eagerness are disarming. 


Plenty of Food 


My photographer-son, John 
Fell, who always had two 
cameras around his neck, was 
the center of constant attention, 
“What kind are they?” “How 
much did they cost?” “How 
many pictures can you take?”

Even 
the Minister of Education, after 
remarking that we teach home 
economics to schoolgirls better 
than they do, quickly added: 
“But we are going to catch up 
with your From Leningrad to 
Tashkent, from Minsk to Nov- 
osibirsk, posters proclaim this 
ambition’ in pithy phrases, and 
exhort the workers to greater 
efforts. 


Here and there you see Dbill- 
boards saving “Use air trans- 
port.” or “Drink Soviet cham- 
pagne,” or “Put your money in 
savings banks.” And, by the 
Way, there is no place else to 
put it, if you have any, except 
in government bonds paying the 
same rate of interest—3 per 
cent. 


But the political propaganda 
is more interesting. “The Peo 
ple and the Party Are One!” or 
“Communism Is the Bright 
Tomorrow of All Mankind” 
reads the worker on the wall 
of his factory. “Thanks to the 
Party for Our Happy Child- 
hood”—read the ghildren at the 
entrance to the Palace of Pio- 
neers. “The USSR is a Great 
Rallroad Power"—says the sign 
ona trestle. “Glory to the Com- 
munist Party of the Soviet 
Union!"—is the legend on huge 
red banners in the great stad- 
iums. 


Good Entertainment 


Catch up with America; Save 
the Peace: Build Communism; 
Work! Work! Work!—all com- 
bine to replace individual think- 
ing with automatic mass re- 
flexes. And all Combine to con- 
vey to the visitor & sense of 
unremitting pressure. I suspect 
that many Russians become in- 
ured to it and develop a sales 
resistance. And it seemed to 
me that people must crave re- 
spite from the incessant exhor- 
tation. 

At ail events, they have a 
tremendous appetite for recrea- 
tion at the parks, for athietic 
contests, concerts, the ballet, the 
theater, the opera and the cir- 
cus—though even here the pro- 
paganda themes are usually 
worked in. Tickets are cheap, 
the performing arts superb and 
performances usually packed 
with absorbed and discriminat- 


ing audiences. And the best 
seats are always = reserved, 
somehow, for visitors from 
avroad. 


The way the Soviet eneour- 
ages and entertains visitors, es- 
pecially from Asia, the Middle 
East and Africa, is something 
we should not overlook. 


Devour ‘Culture’ 


The absorption of “culture” is 
a national passion. Everyone 
who can read, does, and in 
every spare moment, But the 
inflow of ideas is carefully po- 
liced. Foreign broadcasts are 
often jammed, foreign news 
papers excluded, and books and 
authors carefully selected, as 
the shocking case of Boris Pas- 
ternak has recently reminded 
us. Books are published in far 
greater numbers than in this 
country, and the authors of for- 
eign works are either not com- 
pensated at all or only by some 
mysterious caprice of the gov- 
ernment publishing house, Yet 
while practjcing this shameless 
piracy they denounce the ex- 
ploitation of labor by the West- 
ern “capitalists.” 

Night life is meager. But In 
the big centers restaurants with 
dance orchestras are popular 
with those who can afford it, 
As everywhere in Europe, soc- 
cer football is the national 
sport. We went to a spirited 
game one evening in the big 
new stadium in Moscow which 
holds 110,000, It was fillgd with 


an enthusiastic, 
crowd, whose 


good-natured 
cheers or boos 
(they whistle to express ap- 
proval) for the league-leading 
“Spartacus” (the trade tnion 
team) or “Torpedo” (the team 
of the Moscow Auto Works) 
sounded very much like home. 


Health in USSR 


The health services in Russia 
have performed a miracle, 
Three-quarters of all Soviet doc- 
tors are women, and so is the 
very competent Minister of 
Pp Maria Kovrygina. She 
told me their achievements are 
a national pride and pride is es- 
sential to the health of a na- 
tion, 

The average life expectancy 
now is 67 years, compared with 
32 before the revolutien, which 
is certainly something to be 
proud of. Students can enter 
the 79 medical schools after 
high achool, and she claims 
more doctors per capita than 
we have. There, as here, the 
chief killers are heart disease 
and cancer. They are great 
believers in preventive medl- 
cine, and 20 mililon persons 
over 35 are examined annually 
for cancer, They also have 
great faith In peychological in- 
fluences on health and annually 
take hundreds of thousands of 
workers from their normal 
dreary surroundings to the 
many sanitaria along the Black 
Sea coast for refreshment and 
a change of scene. 

Madame Kovrygina 
that the incidence of mental!

No Longer Fear 


Roman Rudenko, the Procu- 
rator General (Attorney Gen- 
eral) said the secret police had 
been put “in their place,” and 
that conviction now could only 
be by a court. He talked freely 
about the many innocent “vic- 
tims” of the late Stalin period 
and placed the blame on the ex- 
ecuted police chief, Beria, rather 
than Stalin. As to how many had 
since been rehabilitated—‘that's 
an internal affair.” And the 
number of prisons or camps 
still remaining? “That's the 
business of the MVD.” But 
everyone testifies that the fear 
of Stalin's time no longer ex- 
ists. 

Interesting to me as a iaw- 
yer was Ruden*o'’s information 
that there are only about 16,000 
practicing lawyers in the Soviet 
Union as against or 200,000. 
A new criminal code will soon 
be issued and there is talk of 
a genuine rule of law in the 
USSR where the courts have 
been a mechanism of party con- 
trol. Ata “People’s Court” one 
day I listened to the case of a 
man who had been discharged 
because he returned late from 
his vacation. His defense was 
that he had been hurt. How? 
Bitten by a cobra while snake 
hunting. The judgment? En- 
titled to his job—he was 4 
taxidermist. 

During my previous visit to 
Russia the anti-religious cam- 
paign was at its height. But 
you no longer see the slogan of 
those times: “Religion is the 
opiate of the people.” Since 
church and state reached an 
agreement in the 308, some 
churches have been reopened, 
about as many as the con- 
gregations can support, a Rus- 
sian Orthodox bishop told me. 


Religious Interest 


But the educational system 
still emphasizes atheism and 
church attendance is forbidden 
to party members. Yet I saw 
lots of babies being baptized; 
insurance perhaps. And after 
visiting Orthodox churches in 
several cities, as well as the 
Baptist chureh and synagogue 
in Moscow and the principal 
mosque in Tashkent, it is clear 
that organized religion is still 
vigorous. Indeed, we were told 
that church attendance is on 
the increase by the charming 
and hospitable clergy who en- 
tertained us royally at the great 
monastery of Zagorsk — the 
tomb of St. Serigus and “the 
holiest place in Russia.” 

One Sunday ft was asked to 
speak to the congregation—2,- 


000 and mostly §standing— 
squeezed into the Baptist

NATIONS 1957, Published by the 
Office of Public Information, United 
Nations, New York. 1958.. pp. 4. 
Price: $1250 (US.A.) or ¥4,500. 


The United Nations In some 
of the most inportant aspects 
of ite functions has falled to live 
up to the hopes of ite architects 
and the millions of the world 
who looked up to it as the only 
possible savior of mankind from 
armageddon. 

Nonetheless, it ts the best 
world organization man has at 
the present time and despite the 
many handicaps it certainly has 
made herole efforts through the 
13 vears of ite existence. 

The volume under review is 
a comprehensive and the mort 
authoritative annual report on 
the complex, multi-faceted strue- 
ture because i is published by 
none other than the Office of 
Public Information, United Ne 
Lions. 

Although this is the 1957 edi 
tion of the yearly publication, 
the present volume covers the 
UN. activities during 057 ex: 
cept for the proceedings in the 
General Aasembly in the very 
early part of last year, which 
was dealt with in the previous 
edition. 

The vearbook is divided Into 
two main parts, one on the Unit- 
ed Nations itself and the other 
on the Inter4tjovernmental Or- 
ganizations related to the U.N. 
or more popularly known as the 
specialized agencies such as ILD, 
UNESCO, WHO, ITU, ete. 

In Part, I, two topics are pre- 
dominant; disarmament and 
atomic radiation. Others deal 
with the U.N, peace offorte in the 
Middle East, the U.N. Emergen- 
cy Force, U.N. proceedings re- 


garding the Hungarian situa- 
tion, among others. Some of 


them are almost perennial topics 
-—the India-Pakistan dispute 
over Kashmir, Communist China 
and Korea. 

Often surmmarized and retoid 
for the convenience of the read- 
er, Official documents, such as 
draft resolutions, offer a clear- 
cut review of what the U.N. did 
during the particular year. 

Equaily useful for reference 
purposes are the appendices in- 
cluding the names of representa- 
tives of the delegations, mem- 
bers of committees and commis- 
sions in all the U.N, organs, and 
a list of agendas by the various 
organs of the U.N. and so forth. 

In short, this is an encyclo 
pedia on the U.N. as far as its 
1957 activities are concerned. 
Fully indexed, the yearbook 
would be an invaluable refer- 
ence source for journalists, 
diplomats, scholars, historians 
and in fact anyone interested in 
international affairs,
